The onl^ possible change that can 
come is in the old 50-cent rate 
which has been established and paid 
in this county tor aiore than 15

The argument to reduce any por- 
tion of this would never be present- 
ed except for the fact that the 20- 
cent road tax was voted less than 
three years ago. 

Out of this 50-cent tax all general 
expenses of the county are paid, 
such as maintaining the county in- 
firmary, jail, court house, salaries, 
hospital, charities and any and all 
claims against the county. The bal- 
ance left is used for road purposes, 
and, as these various general ex- 
penses( are largely fixed, it neces- 
sartly follows that any reduction 
made must be borne by the road 
fund. 

It is stated that material and la- 
bor are cheaper. This was antici- 
pated three years ago when the ques- 
tion of bond issue was first pro- 
posed, and for this reason, the plaa 
was adopted of using the ISBUe over' 
a period of five years.

On the strength of the peoples* 
vote and relying on the co-operation 
of the Fiscal Court, the commission- 
ers purchased for the couaty a large 
amount of road equipment for the 
purpose of carrying out their plans 
which were to extend over a period 
of at least five years. Up to the 
preeeat time, oae-half of the bond 
issue has been sold aad expended. 
Should the Fiscal Court reduce the 
tax rate 15 cents on the $100 they 
practically nullify the special road 
tax of 2 cents which was to ti^e 
care of the bond issue. 

Should the Fiscal Court uado by 
their vote what an overwhelming 
majority of the people of Bourbon 
coaaty voted to do less thaa ^hree 
years aga? : ^ 

If this reduction is made and a 
similar reduction made next year, 
the available funds will not allov\ 
the present rate of construction to 
extend beyond the middle of 1923. 

¥he piast two irears about <5 miles 
have been reconstructed. Two years 
ago only about 25 miles of road was 
found up to a standard to justify 
surface treatment and maintenance. 
This has been doae.and these 25 
miles are in better condition today 
than they were two ye^rs ago. 

By the aid of the be'^t n»achinery 
and equipment, the worli lia-* been 
done with a saving of approximately 
25 per cent, of what it would nave 
cost T)y contract; this after due al- 
lowance has been made for deprecia- 
tion in value of equipment. 

If this reduction is made, by next 
year, the entire bopd issuf will be 
expended with less than half of the 
roads reconstructed, and the availa- 
ble revenue so small that all of it 
will be required for maintenance.

Camp tloosevelt is intendfkl as a 
living memorial to the principles of 
military and physical fitness for 
which Theodore Roosevelt stood, and 
is established by ihe Chicago Board 
of Education, with the sanction and 
support of the War Department of 
the U. S. Government. 

The camp is divided into three sec- 
tions, to meet the different needs of 
the boys: The R. O. T. C. division 
is for boys of High School age who 
seek primarily out-door life and 
physical training; the Summer 
School Division includes seventh and 
eighth gradeft and all high school 
subjects. The Chicago Board of Ed- 
ucation authorizes the acceptance of 
credits earned in the comp school. 
The Junior Camp Division is for the 
younger ^ys, a/id includes instruc- 
tion in seoutcraft and woodtore. As 
a further co-operatlva step, the War 
Department furnishes equipment for 
the camp and the recruits. 

This year the camp will open on 
July 5, and will be conducted for six 
weeks, divided into two periods of 
three weeks each. A boy may at- 
tend either one or both of these pe- 
riods, as desired. The enrollment 
fee of 12.00 will be charged, and'^a 
three-weeks' outing jinder finest poa- 
sible conditions will cost each re- 
cruit less than $30 for the training, 
mess privileges, and other incidental 
expenses. The principal expense of 
the pamp is borne by a group of pa- 
triotic Chicago business men iHio ar^ 
interested in making tha camp a na- 
tion-wide success.

HARRY Mccarty, prominent 

EDITOR AND PUBHSHER DEAD 



Harry M. McCarty, editor of the 
Jessamine Journal, died at his home- 
ia^ieholasTiito at S o'doek Bonday 
mornfiir after a eoiittnved tllness of 
Bright's disease for more than eight 
months. He was 57 years old.

He was also an ac- 
tl^ aaS fnftietttfel nanher ot the 
Kentucky Press Aissociation, of 
which he was president in 1901. 

Mr. McCarty leaves two children, 
Harry HcCarty. Jr., and Leving 
Ibuns MeOarty.

Every cltisen of Kentucky who 
owns a pistol or revolver is required" 
to register it with the County Court 
Clerk of the county in which he re- 
sides and every dealer who handles 
pistols must pay an annual license 
fee of $25, under provisions of . a law 
which was pssssd by the svnsral 
assembly. 

- The law was proposed in answer 
to an increasing demand throughout 
the State for some law which would 
limit the praetlee of carrying pistols 
so prevalent in .some sections. It 
was ur^d on behalf of the law that 
a requlMMSt to register pistols 
would act as a deterrent to crime. 

A fee of one doUar is required with 
the YiigMrattOB of tilrpieol and the 
County Clerk is required to furnish 
the Secretary of State with a com- 
plete list of all persons rsgisterlag 
pistols in his county. 

Any person convicted of not reg- 
istering his gun shall be subject to a 
fine from $25 to $300 or confined in 
jail frojn 30 days to six months. A 
similar penalty is provided for any 
dealer who fails to obtain a license 
I to buy and sell pistols. Any un 
registered pistol will be forfeited to 
.the GomuoBwealth and, sold' by the 
Isberlff. * ^

MllA POOL SELLS 75,000,000 
WP mS TOKACCO . 

Approximately 75,000,000 pounds 
of the 1921 crop of hurley tobacco 
has been sold for the 58,000 mem- 
ben of the Barley Tobacco Growers' 
Co-operatlTe Aaaoeiation, according 
to statements of Robert W. Bins- 
ham, of Louisville, who ftn^oed the 
movement whereby th« t g g ipll il H ii n 
was formed. 

The coet of the sale, it is said, 
was from one-fourth to one^third of 
that of auetioaeers alone imder the 
old loose leaf auction system. 

The tobacco sold by the associa- 
tion is divided into 52 grades. Pres- 
ident Jaa. C. Stone worked out the 
gradins ajatem «nd then called in 
Louisville tobacco experts and bank- 
ers. The bankers agreed to loan one- 
third of the value of the various 
grades, this money to be paid to the 
g r ow er when he delivered his crop. 
A total oC $4,C00.000 was borrowed 
from banks and $1,000,000 from 
Judge Bingham. Within thirty days 
after the organization was finally 
formed one-half of this sum was 
paid back and within forty daya tho 
remainder was paid. Hm aaioela- 
tion thus far has not had to touch 
any of the $10,000,000 the war 
finance corporation offered to loan 
it, according to President Stone. 

It li abttentod, aecordtng to to- 
bacco imb, tlUit under the old auc- 
tion system the growers paid $2.- 
400,000 a year to the warehouses. 
Under the new system it is estimat- 
ed that the warehonaa epet will not 
exceed 11,200.000 a year, with the 
growers eventnally ownlni^ the 
warehouses. 

The organization of growers ap- 
parently caused a higher price to be 
paid for tobacco this year that 
wtnild otherwiae hare- been done, 
according to oflicials of the associa- 
tion. When the independent ware- 
houses opened on December 15 
prices ofCered were twice as high 
aa laat year and te some plaeee, 
where crops were ezceptionally 
good, three times the price of the 
1920 crop. 

The advance paid to growers hy 
the association, it is said, indicates 
that the 190,000,000 pounds pledged 
to the aaaoeiation may bring as 
much as five cents a pound more to 
the growers in the pool than has 
to tedeptndflBt growers.

Whole Kidney Successfully Grafted 
From One Animal Into Another 
•r aanne Spe c lea Arteriea

London. — "Not only may the brains 
of the illustrious be grafted on the 
living, bnt we may also be on the eve 
of the aecret of perpetual life.'* 
-This aatounding poeaihility, arising 
out of a story told in the Dally Ex- 
press of Prof. Alexis Carrel's discov- 
ery, is revealed by Sir William Ar- 
buthnot Lane, the famous surgeon, 
who workied wfth Profteaaor Carrel be- 
fore the war. 

"Any tissue kept on a microscopic 
slhlo, at a suitable toniperature, fed 
with the right material, and drained 
at frequent intervals, will grow and 
live forerer." said Sir WUliam.
